The “giass house 8 diplomacy” 
phase of the talk lasted only a few 
minutes. Then the train started off 


around Paris to the Gare de Lyon, 
where an hour and a quarter later 
Premier Poincare got off, leaving 
Lloyd George to continue his journey 
to Genoa. The French Premier hur- 
ried away in his automobile without 


a word to reporters. 


Lioyd George, though refusing to 
be interviewed and despite the ab- 
sence of Lord Riddell, his press ‘‘liai- 
son officer,”” who is ill in London, 
managed to let it be known he con- 
sidered the conversation ‘‘most satis- 
factory.” It was intimated he had 
obtained from M. Poincare forma! 
assurance that France had not the 
faintest intention of sabotaging or 
otherwise hampering the conference, 
but was ready to further its legiti- 
mate aims with whole-hearted en- 


ergy. 


The French Premier, according to 
the British version of what oc- 
curred, reiterated’ his resolve to 
stand by the agreements reached at 
Boulogne that there should be no 
discussion of the peace treaty at 


Genoa. 


It was admitted by a competent 
British spokesman, however, that 
the question of M. Poincare’s denial 
of plenary powers to his envoys was 
not raised on the ground “it was 
none of our business.” Neither was 
the matter of his personal attend- 


ance at Genoa. 


Both these points are conceded to 


be of grave concern to Lloyd George.

M. Barthou 
and M. Camerlynck, the official in- 
terpreter, were present at an after- 
noon meeting, as was Lord Hardinga, 
the British Ambassador to France.

I learn, how- 
ever, that he considers talk has made 
immediate recognition of the soviets 
impossible. What exactly that 
means, or when and in precisely 
what conditions recognition may be 
given, could not be ascertained. 

As seen through the train window. 
both Premiers were unsmiling and 
crim, though both forced smiles 
when photographers “shot” them 
through the glass. Of course M. 
Peincare was smiling when he left— 
eamera men being present there, too 
~—and s0 was the “Little Welshman," 
who posed on the platform. 

As he stood there a French report- 
er asked if Lord Riddell was coming 
to Genoa, and on being told he was, 
remarked that that was bad for 
France. Lioyd George fairly shook 
with laughter as he retorted: 

“Bo you don't like him, eh? Well. 
who do you Uke?” 

Then the train, heavily loaded

Add butter to water and coek

Turn into bowl, 
allow to cool slightly, then add eggs, 
one at a time, unbeaten; beat well 
after adding each egg.
